MINUTES 

OF  THE 

EIGHTEENTH  ANNUAL  MEETING 

OF  THE 

NORTH  CAROLINA   PHARMACEUTICAL  ASSOCIATION. 

FIRST    SKSSIOxX. 

The  Eighteenth  Annual  Meeting  was  called  to  order  in 
the  spacious  and  beautiful  hall  of  Manteo  Lodge,  I.  O.  O. 
F.,  Raleigh,  K.  C,  at  11  a.  m.,  on  Wednesday,  May  12,1897, 
by  the  First  Vice  President,  John  P.  Stedman,  of  Oxford. 

The  divine  blessing  was  invoked  upon  the  Association  and 
its  deliberations  by  Rev.  W.  C.  Norraan,  of  the  Methodist 
Church. 

The  Chairman  introduced  Mayor  Russ.  The  following 
is  only  a  partial  report  of  his  characteristic  Address  of  "Wel- 
come. When  applied  to  for  the  full  text,  he  said  he  did  not 
remember  a  word  that  he  had  spoken. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association : 

I  esteem  it  quite  an  honor  to  be  with  you  and  welcome  you  cordiall}' 
to  our  city.  Your  local  Secretary.  Mr.  Bobbitt.  in  deference  to  my 
official  position,  during  our  recent  municipal  campaign  asked  me  to 
make  the  Address  of  Welcome.  I  consented  then,  not  knowing  whether 
I  would  be  Mayor  at  this  time  or  not. 

I  see  so  many  friends  in  this  gathering  that  I  feel  that  I  am  in  the 
house  of  my  friends.  You  represent  a  noble  profession,  and  our  legis- 
lature has  wisely  made  laws  that  protect  you  and  the  people.  Your 
Association  contains  the  best  and  most  useful  element  of  the  body  pol- 
itic. You  can  acquire  any  information  you  want  at  tlie  drug-store, 
whether  it  be  the  condition  of  the  sick  baby  in  the  next  block  or  the 
latest  political  or  scientific  news. 

I  had  a  friend  once  who  was  sick.  I  advised  him  to  consult  a  physi- 
cian :  he  reluctantly  consented,  and  we  started  to  the  doctor's  oflBce, 
but  when  we  got  in  front  of  J.  I.  Johnson's  drug-store,  he  said:  '-Lets 
go  in  and  see  Idy  Johnson,  he  is  a  sort  of  medium.'"    I  couldn't  under- 
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stiind  him.  and  asked  him  what  he  meant.  The  reply  was.  "  Why.  Idy 
Johnson  is  a  medium,  because  he  stands  between  the  doctor  and  tlie 
graveyard." 

Gentlemen  to  the  city  of  Raleigh,  noted  for  its  genial  men  and  no- 
ble women.  I  bid  you  a  hearty  welcome.  The  latch-string  of  the  May- 
ors' office  hangs  on  the  outside,  and  the  key  to  the  guard-house  can  be 
had  for  the  asking. 

Mr.  Stedman,  on  behalf  of  the  Association,  responded  as 
follows : 

We  thank  you.  Mr.  Mayor,  and  fellow  druggists  of  Raleigh,  for  this 
cordial  greeting.  We  reciprocate  every  kind  sentiment  and  appreciate 
eveiy  emotion  of  friendly  interest. 

The  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  .Association  was  organized  Au- 
gust 11,  1880,  in  the  Senate  Chamber  of  your  classic  Capitol ;  and  again, 
in  1892,  our  tliirteenth  annual  meeting  was  held  in  your  city —so  to-day. 
for  the  third  time,  we  come  again,  proving  that  Raleigh  has  a  warm 
l)lace  in  our  hearts. 

We  feel  at  home  here.  From  all  parts  of  the  State  we  find  people 
who  have  become  citizens  of  this  beautiful  town,  and  we  know  we  are 
among  kindred  and  friends  who  are  the  peers  of  any  people  on  the  face 
of  the  earth. 

We  congratulate  you,  sir.  on  the  progress  your  city  has  made  :  paved 
streets,  electric  cars,  complete  sewerage  and  water- works,  macadam- 
ized roads  into  the  country,  a  well-equipped  hospital,  a  beautified  ceme- 
tery, numerous  and  costly  temples  dedicated  to  the  worship  of  the 
Most  High,  large  cotton  and  other  manufacturing  jilants.  a  cotton 
C(;mpress,  a  lofty  monument  to  the  heroes  of  the  Lost  Cause  that  teaches 
ri:;ing  generations  that  North  Carolina  (God  bless  her! )  was  ''  first  at 
Hethel,  last  at  Apjjomattox; "  beautiful  parks,  and  last  but  greatest  of 
all.  the  Agricniltural  and  Mechanical  College  and  graded  scliool  build- 
ings, that  would  do  credit  to  a  place  of  50  000  inhabitants — the.^e  are 
among  the  many  evidences  of  advancement  we  notice  since  our  first 
maeting  seventeen  years  ago. 

We  congratulate  Raleigh  on  its  good  government,  of  which,  sir.  you 
are  the  head.  We  know  we  are  safe,  and  feeling  this,  have  left  our  big 
pestles  at  home. 

The  elaborate  program  arranged  for  our  entertainment  has  indeed 
whetted  our  appetites  for  a  '"  least  of  reason  and  a  flow  of  soul.'"  After 
])artaking  of  all  the  good  things  in  store  for  us,  we  expect  to  cry  : 
'Physician,  heal  thyself;  digestive  fi^rments  and  strongest  nervine 
come  to  our  re.scue ! " 

And  now,  one  word  more  in  regard  to  our  Association.  A  large  ma- 
jority of  the  reputable  pharmacists  of  North  Carolina  belong  to  it. 
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Our  object  is  to  elevate  the  profession,  to  restrict  the  sale  and  hand- 
ling of  medicines  to  those  qualified  to  dispense  them  ;  to  bind  ourselves 
together  as  brethren  in  a  noble  calling  worthy  of  the  greatest  efforts 
of  any  man. 

Again,  we  thank  you. 

The  Secretary  called  the  roll,  and  there  being  a  quorum 
present,  the  Chairman  declared  the  meeting  ready  for  busi- 
ness. 

The  Chairman.  Next  in  order  is  the  reading  of  the  Min 
utes  of  the  last  meeting. 

Mr.  Cook.  I  move  that  the  reading  be  dispensed  with, 
and  that  the  records,  as  published  in  the  proceedings,  be 
adopted. 

Carried. 

Mr.  Hancock.  I  move  that  members  of  the  press  of  the 
City  of  Raleigh  and  resident  physicians  be  invited  to  par- 
ticipate in  our  proceedings,  and  be  accorded  the  privileges 
of  the  floor. 

Adopted. 

The  Chairman.  The  next  in  order  is  the  reading  of  appli- 
cations for  membership. 

Mr.  Howell.  The  Executive  Committee  would  like  to  ask 
for  further  time  in  which  to  report  applicants  for  member- 
ship.    1  believe  there  are  eighteen,  but  I  have  seen  only  ten. 

The  Chairman.  Without  objection,  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee will  be  granted  further  time. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President,  whose  train  is  expected 
in  half  an  hour,  the  reading  of  his  address,  which  is  next  in 
order,  must  be  deferred. 

The  next  business  is  the  reading  of  the  report  of  the 
Secretary. 

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  As- 
sociation : 
Gentlemen:  — After  our  adjournment  in  July  last,  I  again  solicited 
advertisements  for  the  Proceedings,  as  a  preliminary  step  to  their  pub- 
lication.     I  succeeded  in  procuring  them  to  the  amount  of   $145 — a 
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slight  increase  on  tlie  previous  year.  This  income  has  proven  indis- 
pensable to  the  Association,  enabling  us  to  pay  for  the  printing  and 
other  unavoidable  expenses.  I  am  afraid  many  of  our  members  have 
not  thus  far  realized  its  imp6rtance,  and  I  hope  the  matter  will  be  dis- 
cussed during  this  meeting.

TREASURER'S  REPORT. 
To  the  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

Gentlemen  :  1  present  the  following  itemized  statement  of  my  ac- 
count as  Treasurer  for  the  past  year :

Mr.  Bobbitt.  Mr.  President:  I  see  present  with  us  this 
morning  a  number  of  visiting  pharmacists — chiefly  from 
other  States.  I  move  that  a  cordial  welcome  be  extended 
to  Mr.  Geo.  B.  Muth,  Mr.  W.  M.  Bigger,  Mr.  E.  L.  Justice, 
iv^r.  R.  Gwathmey,  Mr.  R.  S.  Mebane  and  Mr.  R.  H.  Patter- 
son, and  that  these  gentlemen  be  invited  to  take  part  in  our 
deliberations. 

Unanimously  adopted. 

The  Chairman.  Has  the  Local  Secretary  any  report  to 
make  at  this  time  ? 

Mr,  Bobbitt.  I  will  state,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  1  have  been 
very  busy  making  arrangements  for  the  entertainment  of 
the  Association,  and  have  not  had  time  to  prepare  a  written 
report.  The  Committee  on  Entertainment  has  done  very 
satisfactory  work.  Programmes  have  been  distributed 
among  the  members  and  handed  to  the  newspapers  for  pub- 
lication. After  adjournment  this  afternoon,  carriages  will 
be  in  attendance  to  take  the  members  to  the  various  points 
of  interest  in  and  around  the  city.  There  will  be  a  ban- 
quet at  the  Yarborough  House  to-night;  to  morrow  there 
will  bean  old-fashioned  Tarheel  barbacueand  brunswick  stew 
at  the  Exposition  Grounds,  in  connection  with  the  contests 
mentioned  in  the  programme.  To  morrow  evening  there  will 
be  a  Pharmaceutical  german,  complimentary  to  the  young 
ladies  of  the  State. 

Mr.  Hancock.  It  seem^  that  the  absence  of  the  President 
of  the  Association  interferes  somewhat  with  the  regular 
routine  of  work,  I  move  that  the  Association  adjourn  un- 
til 2.30  p,  m.,  when  the  President  will  have  arrived,  and  will 
make  his  annual  address.  We  can  work  better  and  more 
satisfactorily  after  hearing  his  re))ort. 
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Motion  lost. 

Mr.  Hancock.  I  move,  then,  Mr.  President,  that  a  recess 
of  fifteen  minutes  be  taken  to  await  the  arrival  of  the  Pres 
ident.

Meeting  again  called  to  (jrder.  President  Bradley  in  the 
chair. 

The  President.  Next  in  order  is  the  reading  of  the  Pres- 
ident's Address. 

I  will  ask  Mr.  Stedman  to  take  the  chair.    . 

THE  PRESIDENT'S  ADDRESS. 
Gentlemen  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  AsHOciation: 

It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  I  address  you  ou  this  auspicious  occa- 
sion, the  Eighteentli  Anniversary  of  our  organization. 

Standing  in  your  presence.  I  recall  the  pleasant^nieeting  of  this  Asso- 
ciation in  our  capital  city  five  years  ago.  and  judging  from  the  pros- 
pectus of  the  Special  Committee  on  Entertainment,  we  are  now  enter- 
ing upon  another  equally  enjoyable  event.  There  is  no  more  suitable 
place  in  this  State  for  us  to  meet  than  here  in  Raleigh.  I  have  often- 
times thought  that  if  we  would  have  our  meetings  at  more  centrally 
located  points  we  would  have  larger  attendance.  To-day  we  have  am- 
ple proof  of  this. 

My  address  to  you  will  not  be  an  able  or  a  lengthy  document.  I  will 
not  attempt  to  "paint  the  lily  or  add  another  hue  unto  the  rainbow." 
We  have  met  here  to-day  to  discuss  business,  and  to  advance  the  profes- 
sion of  pharmacy  in  North  Carolina.  We  have  ample  cause  to  rejoice 
for  having  passed  in  so  creditable  a  manner  the  most>-ying  period  that 
will  probably  occur. 

During  the  past  year  the  percentage  of  business  failures  has;. been  far 
less  in  this  section  of  the  Union.  The  druggists  in  this  State  have,  in 
a  very  satisfactory  manner,  adjusted  themselves  to  the  situation,  and 
while  some  of  us  have  been  hard  pressed,  because  of  hard  times,  bad 
debts,  and  poor  collections,  we  now  have  our  heads  above  the  tide. 

The  most  important  occurrence  that  has  taken  place  since  our  last 
meeting  is  the  establishment  of  a  Chair  of  Pharmacy  at  the  University 
of  North  Carolina.  This  action  of  the  Trustees  in  jpreparing  to  meet 
the  wants  of  our  profession  should  be  hailed  with  pleasure,  by  every 
druggist  in  North  Carolina. 

We  who  have  been  trying  faithfully  for  so  long  to  have  the  profes- 
sion of  pharmacy  put  side  by  side  with  other  professions, iare  more  than 
delighted  with  the  above  action. 
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The  principles  of  theoretical  pharmacy  should  be  taught  to  and  well 
understood  by  every  aspirant  for  license  in  North  Carolina.  ''  Knowl- 
edge is  power."  Give  us  better  educated  and  more  thoroughly  quali- 
fied pharmacists  and  I  will  promise  you  a  greater  attendance  at  these 
meetings,  and  a  more  prosperous  Association.  By  all  means  let  us 
throw  our  whole  hearts  and  minds  into  this  movement  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  North  Carolina.  It  is  a  want  of  the  age-  our  future  depends 
upon  the  success  of  this  Chair  of  Pharmacy.  Let  me  beseech  every  one 
of  you  to  give  this  movement  support.  Make  it  a  part  of  your  business 
to  induce  every  apprentice,  desiring  special  instruction,  to  attend  the 
course  at  tlie  University. 

Our  Special  Legislative  Committee  deserve  commendation  for  the 
very  de.sirable  change  in  the  Pharmacy  Act  they  had  effected  during  the 
last  Legislature.  The  word  '-licensed"'  was  substituted  for  "registered." 
This  will  be  a  great  source  of  convenience  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Pharmacy,  )naking  it  unnecessary,  in  the  future,  for  him  to  produce 
his  books  in  order  to  prove  that  some  violator  of  the  pharmacy  act  is 
not  registered.  Hereafter  the  violator  will  have  to  show  his  compli- 
ance with  the  law  by  producing  his  certificate  and  the  Secretary's  an- 
nual receipt. 

The  pharmacy  act  is  the  backbone  of  our  profession,  and  unless  it  is 
properly  respected  we  cannot  expect  to  sail  smoothly  side  by  side  with 
other  similar  and  no  more  important  professions.  The  complaints  of 
law  violators  have  been  very  few  during  the  past  year,  and  then  they 
were  of  such  a  trivial  nature  that  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  easily  dis- 
posed of  them  without  litigation. 

Your  President  does  not  admire  that  section  of  the  pharmacy  act 
that  permits  pharmacists  holding  college  diplomas  and  physicians  in 
small  towns  to  be  licensed  without  examination.  All  applicants  should 
be  put  upon  the  same  footing. 

I  do  not  believe  in  allowing  any  one  to  enter  our  ranks  without  prov- 
ing to  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  by  examination,  that  he  is  properly 
qualified.  This  view  is  especially  applicable  to  the  registration  of  phy- 
sicians without  examination.  The  reasons  for  this  stand  are  stronger 
now  than  ever  before;  pharmacy  is  continually  advancing  as  a  profes- 
sion, and  on  radically  different  lines  from  medicine. 

Medicine  and  pharmacy  to-day  have  nothing  in  common  with  each 
other  but  the  common  good  of  humanity.  The  physician's  work  is  the 
study  of  the  human  frame  in  health  and  disease,  and  actions  of  the 
drugs  and  medicines  upon  it  to  prevent  or  relieve  diseased  conditions. 
The  work  of  the  pharmacist  is  the  study  of  the  physical  and  chemical 
properties  of  material  substance,  to  the  end  that  they  may  be  properly 
converted  into  medicinal  preparations.  The  work  of  each  is  of  such  a 
diverse  nature  that  it  is  not  unjust  to  say  that  a  physician  is  no  more 
fit  to  be  a  pharmacist  than  a  pharmacist  is  to  be  a  iihysician. 
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Dentists  and  veterinary  surgeons  have  just  as  much  right  to  ask  to 
be  registered  as  a  physician.  Elementary  pharmacy  is  taught  them  in 
the  same  way  it  is  taught  to  medical  men.  I  do  not  fear  but  that  the 
Board  of  Pharmacy  will  at  some  opportune  time  see  the  advisability  of 
these  changes  and  have  them  put  into  execution. 

I  am  aware  that  the  above  view  of  the  situation  is  entertained  by 
many  druggists  in  the  State.  At  present  it  is  for  you  to  say  whether 
it  is  worthy  of  immediate  attention  or  not. 

It  is  often  said  by  the  public  that  druggists  are  overworked,  having 
reference,  no  doubt,  to  the  long  houi's  we  are  on  duty.  This  subject  — 
shorter  hours  for  druggists  -  is  one  that  receives  the  attention  of  nearly 
every  President,  a  solution  of  wliich,  I  fear,  will  never  be  reached. 

Do  we  keep  our  store  open  late  at  night  and  all  day  Sunday  for  hu- 
manity's sake  or  for  our  own  gain?  It  must  be  one  or  the  other.  We 
must  believe  that  we  are  more  humane  than  other  people,  or  admit 
that  we  are  after  the  cash. 

There  is  a  remedy  for  every  evil,  and  I  shall  be  pleased  to  see  this 
Association  jnake  repeated  efforts  to  induce  tlie  druggists  of  this  State 
to  come  together  on  this  question. 

There  is  another  important  question  I  wish  to  bring  before  this  body; 
it  is  one  of  particular  impoi'tance  to  the  druggists  of  small  towns.  I 
do  not  wish  to  be  more  than  justly  caustic  in  my  remarks,  but  I  do  de- 
spise tiie  practice  of  the  representatives  of  some  wholesale  druggists  in 
soliciting  orders  from  racket  stores  and  private  fainilies.  This  only 
tends  to  lessen  our  profits  and  demoralize  our  trade,  often  forcing  us 
to  carry  side  lines  in  order  to  make  a  living.  I  have  many  times  thought 
it  would  be  a  good  plan  to  make  a  list  of  such  houses,  and  get  the  drug- 
gists in  the  larger  towns  to  assist  in  boycotting  them.  I  hope  the 
proper  committees  will  give  this  subject  consideration,  and  make  some 
recommendations.  I  am  sure  the  druggists  of  the  small  towns  will 
hail  with  delight  any  successful  movement  against  such  imposition. 

The  question  of  substitution  seems  to  be  receiving  considerable  at- 
tention by  the  press,  and  verj^  justly  so,  I  regret  to  state,  in  some  parts 
of  the  Union.  There  has  not  been  any  complaints  within  my  knowl- 
edge, and  it  may  not  be  necessary  to  call  your  attention  to  this  subject 
at  all,  but  I  do  hope  that  not  a  single  one  of  us  will  ever  let  the  manu- 
facturers of  spurious  medicines  seduce  us  from  the  path  of  rectitude. 
There  never  was  such  a  period  in  our  history  where  the  desire  to  dis- 
cover and  introduce  new  remedies  was  greater.  During  the  past  year 
there  were  something  over  240  introduced. 

A  pharmacist  now  must  necessarily  spend  a  portion  of  his  time  read- 
ing the  pharmaceutical  journals  in  order  to  be  in  position  to  comply 
with  the  whims  and  desii'es  of  what  is  generally  known  as  the  "  up-to- 
date"  physician.  To  be  in  a  position  to  do  this  raises  you  in  the  esti- 
mation of  the  physician  and  reflects  credit  on  your  profession. 
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I  feel  very  pruud  of  tbe  progressive  spirit  of  the  druggists  of  this 
State.  Xowliere  in  the  Union  are  they  more  efficient  or  more  generally 
qualified.  We  must  exert  every  effort  to  make  tliis  Association  of 
practical  value,  a  place  of  refuge  for  the  ills  of  every  druggist.  Suc- 
cess will  crown  our  efforts  and  the  sun  will  brightly  siiine  for  those 
who  are  willing  to  offer  up  self-sacrificing  devotion  to  this  much  desired 
advancement. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  thank  you  for  having  made  me  your  pre- 
siding officer,  and  it  is  hoped  my  services  will  prove  satisfactory  to 
every  one  of  you.  Let  us  combine  as  much  pleasure  as  possible  with 
the  duties  we  are  now  entering  upon,  and  return  home  well  pleased 
with  the  eighteenth  annual  meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharma- 
ceutical Association. 

Mr.  Cook.  I  move,  Mr.  Chairman,  lliat  a  special  commit- 
tee of  three  be  appointed  to  consider  the  suggestions  con- 
tained in  the  President's  ad<lress,  and  report  thereon  to  the 
Association. 

Carried. 

The  Chairman.  I  will  ajipoint  on  that  committee,  Mr. 
Thomas,  Mr.  J.  B.  Smith  and  Mr.  Brad  ham. 

President  Bradley  resumed  the  chair. 

Mr.  Stedman.  I  move  that  we  now  adjourn  until  8  o'clock 
this  afternoon.

SECOND    SESSION. 

Wednesday,  May  12,  3  o'clock  v.  m. 

At  3  o'clock,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  Association 
met  and  was  called  to  order  by  President  Bradley. 

The  minutes  of  the  morning  session  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

The  President.  We  are  now  under  the  head  of  Miscella- 
neous Business.  Under  this  head  might  be  considered  the 
time  and  place  of  next  meeting.  Has  any  one  any  sugges- 
tion to  offer  ? 

Mr.  Hancock.  I  move,  Mr.  President,  that  a  committee  of 
three  on  time  and  place  of  next  meeting  be  appointed. 

Motion  seconded  and  carried. 
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Mr.  Johnson,  of  Raleigh.  I  suggest,  Mr.  President,  that 
the  committee  be  appointed  now,  so  that  they  may  have  as 
much  time  as  possible  to  think  about  the  matter. 

The  President  announced  the  committe  as  follows :  Mr, 
Parker,  of  Henderson,  Mr.  Aycock,  of  Louisburg,  and  Mr. 
Hood,  of  Smith  field. 

Mr.  Hancock.  I  see  present  with  us  today  the  President 
of  our  State  University.  In  conversations  I  have  had  with 
him  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature,  and  since,  I  have 
found  that  he  was  in  full  sympathy  with  the  movement  to 
establish  a  Chair  of  Pharmacy  at  the  University.  He  is 
with  us  at  this  time  and  I  know  that  we  are  all  glad  to  have 
him,  and  w^ould  be  delighted  to  hear  from  him  upon  this 
subject.  AVe  all  know  that  a  number  of  young  men  leave 
this  State  to  learn  Pharmacy  and  we  know  that  if  this  Chair 
is  established  they  can  learn  in  their  own  State  as  well  as 
anywhere. 

Dr.  Alderman  was  introduced  by  President  Bradley. 

He  expressed  his  gratitude  for  the  invitation  to  be  here,  and  spoke  of 
the  new  Chair  of  I'hannacj'  at  tlie  University.  Tlie  Trustees  of  the 
University  have  elected  Mr.  11.  V.  Howell  as  Professor  of  Pharmacy. 
It  will  be  open  in  October.  Tlie  University  will  give  the  best  instruc- 
tion in  pharmacy.  It  has  a  well  equipped  laboratory  "in  the  chemical 
department -as  well  equipped  as  any  in.stitution  in  the  >-'outli.  The 
same  is  true  of  the  biological  laboratory,  and  physics.  A  special  phar- 
maceutal  laboratory  is  to  be  provided,  and  actual  work  in  pharmacy  is 
to  be  done.  The  degree  of  Ph.  G.  will  be  conferred  on  those  who  take 
the  full  course.  We  will  give  a  liberal  training.  It  is  not  expected  to 
gain  a  multitude  of  students,  but  it  will  svipply  a  need.  There  are  ad- 
vantages about  the  University  for  the  ti'aining  of  a  pharmacist.  One 
is  that  it  is  well  equipped  in  every  way.  Life  is  cheap  there,  and  good 
board  is  furnished  at  eight  dollars  per  month.  The  life  there  is  simple 
and  helpful.  There  are  advantages  there  over  like  schools  in  great 
cities . 

He  bespoke  for  the  new  Chair  the  interest,  counsel  and  sympathy  of 
the  pharmacists  of  the  State.  It  cannot  be  a  success  unless  you  help. 
I  would  not  send  my  boy  to  any  school  except  the  best.  Patriotic  and 
sentimental  reasons  will  quickly  die  unless  excellence  is  combined. 

Mr.  Vaughan.  We  have  heard  the  remarks  of  Dr.  Alder- 
man.    Is  it  not  our  purpose  to  discuss  this  matter?     The 
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Chair  is  now  established  and  I  should  be  ver}'  glad  to  hear 
from  the  members  as  to  their  ideas.  I,  as  a  member  of  the 
Association,  welcome  that  Cliair,  but  I  think  we  should  have 
an  expression  from  the  different  members. 

The  President.  I  quite  agree  with  you,  Mr.  Yaughan.  I 
tliink  it  ought  to  be  discussed  thoroughly,  and  I  hope  all 
will  take  some  part  in  it  and  let  Dr.  Alderman  know  how 
we  feel,  and  what  we  are  going  to  do  about  it. 

Mr.  Hancock.  I  am  very  glad  Mr.  Yaughan  brought  out 
this  subject.  I  remember,  when  I  was  here  at  the  Legisla- 
ture, some  of  its  members  said:  "  We  are  going  to  make  you  a 
Trustee  of  the  University  so  that  you  may  establish  a  Chair 
of  Pharmacy  there."  But  the  Chair  was  already  established 
before  I  got  my  notice  that  I  was  elected  one  of  the  Ti  us 
tees.  I  feel  that  the  Chair  is  the  creature  of  this  Associa- 
tion, that  it  belongs  to  the  pharmacists  of  this  State.  As  I 
said,  I  think  we  ought  to  do  everything  in  our  power  for 
the  success  of  the  undertaking.  Every  pharmacist  in  every 
section  of  North  Carolina  ought  to  take  this  matter  up.  We 
ought  to  talk  to  the  young  men  in  our  drug  stores  and  try 
to  get  them  to  go  to  the  University  of  their  own  State  in- 
stead of  going  somewhere  else  to  learn  pharmacy. 

Mr.  Stedman.  Mr.  President  and  gentlemen,  I  suppose 
that  all  of  you  know  my  position  in  this  matter.  I  am  hear- 
tily in  favor  of  the  Chair  that  is  established,  and  as  far  as 
my  influence  extends  it  shall  be  exerted  in  that  direction. 

Mr.  IIorne.  For  some  years  I  have  thought  it  feasible  to 
establish  and  support  a  Chair  of  Pharmacy  at  Chapel  Hill. 
We  all  know  how  complete  the  facilities  are  at  the  Univer- 
sity for  giving  instruction  in  Chemistry  and  kindred  scien- 
ces^the  equipments  being  excellent  and  the  heads  of  these 
departments  men  of  unusual  ability  and  learning.  I  cer- 
tainly hope  it  will  succeed,  and  will  give  it  all  the  support  I 
can.     I  think  we  ought  to  hear  from  Prof.  Howell. 

Prof.  Howell.  I  have  very  little  to  say  on  this  subject  at 
this  time.  The  ground  has  been  very  thoroughly  covered 
by  Dr.  Alderman  and  the  gentlemen  who  have  spoken.     I 
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thought  from  the  first  that  I  would  have  the  sympathy  of 
all  in  this  Association.  I  shall  do  all  in  ray  power  to  dis 
charge  ray  duties. 

Mr.  Prior.  I  move,  Mr.  President,  that  advertising  space 
in  the  Proceedings  of  this  Association  be  given  without 
charge  to  the  Chair  at  the  University. 

Mr.  Horne.  That  is  a  question  of  some  delicacy,  as  sev- 
eral colleges  of  pharmacy  have  been  favoring  us  with  ad- 
vertiseraents  and  will  probably  continue  to  do  so.  I  think 
the  University  would  not  object  to  paying  the  sraall  charge 
for  advertising,  and  it  would  hardly  be  consistent  to  pursue 
the  course  suggested. 

Mr.  Stedman.  Of  course  I  am  in  hearty  sympathy  with 
the  Chair  of  Pharmacy,  and  I  think  that  the  University  will 
see  that  it  is  to  their  interest  to  advertise  with  us.  I  think 
they  will  find  that  it  will  pay  them  better  than  any  other 
medium  of  advertising.  I  agree  with  Mr.  Ilorne  in  the  opin- 
ion that  there  should  be  no  discriminaiion  in  the  charge  for 
advertising  space.  So  far  as  the  co  operation  of  the  Asso- 
ciation with  the  Universit}'^  is  concerned,  that  is  assured. 
For  myself  I  am  for  anything  that  will  bring  a  dollar  into 
the  State,  or  keep  a  dollar  in  the  State.  I  want,  if  possible, 
to  see  in  every  county  in  the  State  a  graded  school,  I  want 
to  see  a  thousand  students  at  the  University,  but  I  do  not 
want  to  see,  just  yet,  a  thousand- students  in  Pharraacy  there. 

Mr.  Yaughan.  Mr.  President,  we  do  not  propose  to  estab- 
lish this  Chair  for  the  people  of  North  Carolina  only,  but 
for  all  the  States.  I,  rayself,  would  be  glad  to  see  a  thou- 
sand students  of  Pharraacy  there,  but  not  from  ISTorth  Caro- 
lina. I  want  them  to  come  from  other  States  also.  I  do 
not  believe  in  confining  it  strictly  to  North  Carolina. 

Mr.  Hancock.  I  move  that  the  matter  under  discussion  be 
left  entirely  with  the  Secretary  and  Executive  Committee. 

Motion  adopted. 

Mr.  Yaughan.  Mr.  President,  before  you  leave  the  sub- 
ject of  the  University,  I  move  that  a  committee  of  three  be 
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appointed  to  draft  resolutions  expressing  the  sentiments  of 
the  Association  with  regard  to  the  Chair  of  Pharmacy. 

Motion  carried. 

Mr.  Hancock.  I  would  suggest,  Mr.  President,  as  a  means 
of  encouraging  advertising  in  our  Proceedings,  which  is  of 
vital  importance  to  us,  that  in  sending  orders  to  advertisers 
we  take  care  to  express  our  gratification  at  seeing  the  adver- 
tisements. 

Mr.  Vaughan.  I  move  that  a  vote  of  thanks  be  extended 
to  Messrs.  Muth  Bros.  &  Co.,  of  Baltimore,  for  the  valuable 
prize  to  be  awarded  for  the  best  paper  contributed  at  this 
meeting  by  a  member  of  the  Association,  and  that  a  commit- 
tee be  appointed  to  judge  the  papers  and  make  the  award.

Your  Committee  on  President  Bradley's  carefully  prepared  and  ad- 
mirable Address  report  as  follows: 

The  suscgestions  and  recommendations  as  set  forth  are  both  timely 
and  worthy  of  earnest  consideration,  and  particularly  the  references 
to  the  organization  of  local  Associations  and  general  sale  of  drugs  by 
some  wholesale  houses  to  grocers  and  families.  The  latter  being  an 
evil  justly  productive  of  righteous  indignation  in  the  heart  of  every 
pharmacist. 

The  remarks  pertaining  to  the  recent  establishment  of  a  Chair  of 
Pharmacy  at  our  State  University  and  the  tribute  to  Pharmaceutical 
advancement  are  both  loyal  and  worthy  of  hearty  endorsement  by  the 
profession  generally. 

Remarks  relative  to  the  proficiency  of  tlie  Legislative  Committee  are 
well  put,  and  reference  to  the  Pharmacy  Act  heartily  endorsed  by  your 
committee,  especiallj'  the  reference  to  registration  of  college  graduates 
and  physicians  without  examination. 

That  ever  discussed  evil — long  hovirs— we  liiid  our  President  leaves, 
as  his  predecessors,  without  satisfactory  suggestions  as  to  a  remedy. 
Fully  realizing  the  numberless  new  remedies  referred  to  in  the  address, 
it  would  be  folly  for  a  State  organization  to  attempt  to  remedy  this 
ever  increasing  evil;  the  remarks,  tiiough,  are  well  put  and  endorsed  by 
this  committee.

Mr.  Bradham,  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Papers  and 
Queries  presented  the  following  report: 

NORTH   CAROLINA  PHARMACEUTICAL  ASSOCIATION. 

COMMITTEE  ON   PAPERS  AND  QUERIES. 
EIGHTEENTH  ANNUAL  MEETING  HELD  IN  RALEIGH. 

MAY  13  and  13,  1897. 

The  meeting  at  Morehead  City  last  year  was  of  unusual  interest,  oc- 
casioned by  the  approaching  term  of  the  Legislature  to  which  refer- 
ence will  be  made  by  the  Legislative  Committee,  of  which  Mr.  Han- 
cock is  chairman,  to  whom,  no  doubt,  the  thanks  of  the  Association 
will  be  tendered  for  his  able  and  successful  representation  whereby  im- 
portant changes  were  effected  in  the  Pharmacy  Act. 

The  aggressiveness  of  North  Carolina  Pharmacists  is  becoming  more 
apparent  each  year,  which  is  justified  by  the  deuiands  of  professional 
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interests,  as  well  as  professional  pride,  that  higher  attainments  and 
greater  restrictions  may  be  attained.  This  is  in  part  demonstrated  bj^ 
the  establishment  of  a  Chair  of  Pharmacy  at  our  University,  imder  the 
able  management  of  Professor  E.  V.  Howell;  this  in  itself  should  assure 
us  of  the  future  scientific  status  of  Pharmacy  in  North  Carolina. 

Attention  should  be  given  to  the  organization  of  Local  Associations 
for  the  advancement  and  protection  of  trade  interests,  that  scientific 
researches  might  reap  compensation  in  a  well  organized  commercial 
relation. 

The  present  meeting  will,  no  doubt,  be  largely  attended  and  produc- 
tive of  renewed  interest  and  more  liearty  co-operation  among  the  fra- 
ternity generall}-.  The  Association  is  the  channel  through  which  more 
advanced  ideas  are  disseminated,  and  with  this  view  the  Committee  on 
Papers  and  Queries  have  spared  no  effort  to  create  an  interest,  which 
would  increase  the  number  of  papers  presented,  wheieby  full  and  free 
discussions  of  both  scientific  and  business  topics  might  be  augmented.

To  the  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmacential  Association. 

We.  your  Committee  on  Trade  Interests,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing : 

As  Pharmacists,  are  we  conducting  our  business  in  the  legitimate 
manner  that  we  should  V  Do  we  not  in  many  instances  tiy  too  hard  to 
sell  goods,  regardless  of  liow  it  is  done?  The  disposition  to  get  a  cus- 
tomer from  a  competitor  at  all  hazards  is  certainly  not  an  evidence  of 
business  capacity,  when  in  doing  so  we  cut  prices  and  extend  credit 
where  it  is  not  due. 

A  matter  claiming  our  attention  is,  tlie  selling  of  all  kinds  of  drugs, 
etc.,  to  general  dealers  by  salesmen  representing  drug  houses  who 
claim  our  patronage.     Should  we  not  plainly  say  to  them  that  they 
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must  choose  the  business  of  one  or  the  other,  as  we  will  not  give  them 
ours  if  they  sell  to  those  who  should  be  our  customers? 

We  should  use  every  effort  to  establish  a  uniform  i)rice  for  prescrij)- 
tions,  as  that  is  practically  the  only  source  of  real  i)rofitiu  a  retail  drug 
store.  We  cannot  afford  to  do  ■'  Clieap  John"  advertising,  such  as  sell- 
ing five  and  ten  cent  articles  at  four  and  nine  cents.  Such  is  lowering 
to  our  profession  and  will  cause  us  to  lose  the  respect  of  the  i)ublic. 

Our  Ijusiness  is  suffering  from  maiiy  causes.  We  mention  onlj'  a 
few  which  we  think  easiest  to  remedy.

THIRD    SESSION. 


Thursday  Mornixg,  May  13,  1897. 

The  Association  was  called  to  order  by  President  Brad- 
ley at  10  o'clock. 

The  President.  The  minutes  of  the  second  session  will 
now  be  read  by  the  Secretary. 

Mr.  Hancock.  I  move  that  the  reading  of  the  minutes  be 
dispensed  with. 

Motion  carried. 

Mr.  Hancock.  1  move,  Mr.  President,  that  we  now  take 
up  the  Queries  and  Papers. 

Adopted. 

Mr.  Stedman.  The  chaii'inan  of  this  Committee  hud  to 
leave  town,  and  he  left  the  papers  with  me.  I  will  read 
them  or  turn  them  over  to  the  Association.  1  would  like 
to  read  them  as  they  might  bring  out  discussion.  The  first 
one  is,  '•  How  can  a  drug  store  be  made  to  pay  better?"  by 
W.  G.  Thomas. 
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The  salient  feature  of  this  paper,  as  read  by  Mr.  Sted- 
man,  was  an  earnest  advocacy  of  local  organizations  in  each 
town  and  city,  as  the  sovereign  remedy  for  all  the  ills  that 
pharmacy  is  heir  to.  The  writer  claimed  that  this  would 
prevent  cutting  and  unfair  dealing,  and  would  promote  that 
fraternal  regard  which  should  exist  among  pharmacists. 
He  referred  to  the  very  encouraging  experience  of  the 
"Druggists'  Association  of  Raleigh,"  which  had  been  in  ex- 
istence for  some  time.  He  also  alluded  to  the  importance 
of  mitigating  the  evils  incident  to  the  credit  system  by 
reporting  to  each  other  all  iraposters  who  abuse  credit  and 
confidence. 

Mr.  Hancock.  It  seems  to  me  that  this  is  a  subject  that 
every  pharmacist  in  the  State  is  interested  in  :  How  can  we 
make  our  business  pay  better?  We  are  not  in  the  drug 
business  for  fun.  We  love  our  profession ;  but  we  are  in 
the  business  for  the  money  we  can  make  out  of  it.  We 
want  it  to  pay.  How  can  we  make  our  stores  attractive  so 
that  they  will  draw  custom?  That  is  a  subject  we  are  all 
interested  in,  and  I  would  be  glad  to  hear  expressions  from 
the  different  sections  of  the  State  in  regard  to  it.  I  agree  with 
Mr.  Thomas  in  regard  to  the  effect  of  local  organizations. 
I  wish  every  town  in  the  State  had  one.  If  such  was  the 
case  we  would  have  no  cutting  of  prices.  There  ought  to 
be  co-operation  and  union  among  pharmacists,  for  only  in 
this  is  there  strength. 

Mr.  Stedman.  I  think  another  member,  Mr.  Parker,  has 
a  paper  on  this  same  subject. 

Mr.  Parker  then  read  his  paper,  which  evoked  discussion, 
participated  in  by  Mr.  Stedman,  Mr.  Harrison,  Mr.  John- 
son and  Mr.  Parker.  The  latter  contended  that  in  addition 
to  other  preparations,  pharmacists  should  make  their  own 
Fiuid  Extracts.  That  by  submitting  samples  of  pharma 
ceutical  compounds,  with  formulas  attached,  to  physicians 
for  comparison  with  similar  proprietary  and  semi-proprie- 
tary articles,  they  should  endeavor  to  prevent  the  prescrib 
ing  of  these  more  expensive  and  less  reliable  preparations. 
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He  advocated  the  making  of  a  variety  of  family  medicines 
to  take  the  place,  as  far  as  practicable,  of  patent  medicines, 
and  the  keeping  of  appropriate  side  lines  to  give  volume  to 
the  business.  He  advised  cleanliness,  care  in  the  arrange- 
ment of  the  stock  and  fixtures,  and  attractive  window  dis- 
plays. 

Mr.  Stedman  questioned  him  in  regard  to  his  experience 
in  making  fluid  extracts,  methods  of  manufacture,  etc.  Mr. 
Harrison  expressed  a  contrary  opinion  to  that  entertained 
by  Mr.  Parker.  He  believed  that  when  the  time  consumed 
in  making  fluid  extracts  and  the  cost  of  proper  equipments 
were  taken  into  consideration  it  would  be  found  more 
economical  and  satisfactory  to  buy  them  from  large  manu- 
facturers. Mr.  Johnson  agreed  with  Mr.  Harrison,  and 
said  :  "  It  is  almost  impossible  for  a  retailer  to  take  time  to 
manufacture  his  fluid  extracts.  If  he  does  have  the  time 
he  will  save  very  little  or  nothing  in  doing  so.  We  must 
have  faith  in  the  manufacturers  whose  extracts  we  buy,  and 
trust  them  to  give  us  reliable  preparations.  If  we  have  the 
time  to  devote  to  this  work  it  is  good  experience,  but  it  is 
no  cheaper,  and  I  believe  we  stand  a  better  chance  to  get  a 
good  article  by  ordering  it  than  by  making  it  ourselves." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hancock,  these  papers  were  referred  to 
the  Executive  Committee. 

A  communication  from  Mr.  William  Neistlie,  of  Wilming- 
ton, was  also  read  by  Mr.  Stedman. 

Mr.  Hancock.  I  appreciate  very  much  the  interest  Mr. 
Niestlie  takes  in  the  Association.  He  has  sent  to  nearly 
every  one  of  our  meetings  a  paper  or  some  preparation.  I 
move  that  the  Secretary  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the 
communication  witlithe  thanks  of  the  Association. 

Carried. 

Mr.  Yearby.  I  move,  Mr.  President,  that  a  committee  of 
three  be  appointed  to  award  the  prizes  this  afternoon. 

Motion  seconded  and  adopted. 

Mr.  Hancock,  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Legisla- 
tion, made  the  following  report: 
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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  LEGISLATION. 

The  chairman  of  your  Committee  takes  pleasure  in  reporting  that  he 
attended  the  last  Legislature,  making  five  or  six  trips,  remaining  for 
two  and  three  days  at  a  time,  in  the  interest  of  the  Pharmacy  Law, 
and  this  during  the  busiest  season  of  the  year.  It  is  very  gratifying  to 
him  to  report  that  he  succeeded  in  getting  passed  and  made  a  law 
every  amendment  which  we  asked  for.  He  also  got  reduced  the  very 
unjust  pvirchase  tax  of  four  per  cent  on  seeds  and  drugs  to  two-tenths 
of  one  per  cent,  which  it  originally  was,  thereby  saving  to  the  drug- 
gists of  the  State  a  large  sum.  He  employed  Mr.  Seymour  W.  Han- 
cock, attorney,  of  New  Berne,  N.  C,  to  draw  up  the  bills,  to  give  such 
legal  advice  as  was  necessary,  to  speak  before  the  committees,  and 
assist  in  every  way  to  get  the  taxes  reduced  and  the  amendments 


Your  Committee  was  especially  indebted  to  Mr.  Robert  Hancock,  the 
Representative  in  the  House  from  Craven  county,  for  his  most  valua- 
ble assistance.  But  for  his  interest  in  this  matter,  I  earnestly  believe 
we  would  have  failed  in  accomplishing  anything. 

Your  Committee  regrets  very  much  the  expense  incurred  in  getting 
through  this  much-needed  legislation.  The  expenses  were  as  follows: 
Seymour  W.  Hancock  (attorneyj,  $25.00:  F.  W.  Hancock  (actual  rail- 
road and  hotel  expenses  ,  $43.00.     Total,  $68.00. 

The  amendments  passed  were  as  follows :

That  section  3138  of  the  Code  of  North  Carolina  be  amended 
by  striking  out  the  word  "  registered"  in  line  one  of  said  section,  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "  licensed." 

Sec  3.  That  section  3139  of  the  Code  of  North  Carolina  be  amended 
by  striking  out  the  word  "  registration  "  in  line  one  of  said  section  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "to  be  licensed;"  and  ftuther 
amended  by  striking  out  the  word  "  register"  in  line  fifteen  of  said  sec- 
tion and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "  license." 

Sec  4.  That  section  3140  of  the  Code  of  North  Carolina  be  amended 
by  striking  ovit  the  word  "  register  "  in  line  twenty-nine  of  said  section 
and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "  license."  That  the  said  section 
be  further  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  "registration"  in  lines 
twenty-nine  and  thirty  of  said  section  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the 
words  "be  licensed." 
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Sec.  5.  That  section  3141  of  the  Code  of  North  Carolina  be  amended 
by  striking  out  the  word  "registration"'  in  line  two  of  said  section  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "  licentiates ;'"  and  the  same  shall  be 
further  amended  by  siriking  out  the  word  "  registration  "'  in  lines  nine 
and  ten  of  said  section  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "  licens- 
ing ;■'  and  the  same  shall  be  further  amended  by  striking  out  the  word 
"registration"  in  lines  seventeen  and  eighteen  of  said  section  and  in- 
serting in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "license." 

Sec  6.  That  section  3142  of  the  Code  of  North  Carolina  be  amended 
by  striking  out  the  word  "register"  in  line  eleven  of  said  section  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "book  of  licentiates ;"'  and  the  same 
shall  be  further  amended  bj-  striking  out  the  word  "  registered  "'  in  line 
eleven  of  the  said  section  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word 
"  licensed  ;"  and  the  same  shall  be  further  amended  by  striking  out  the 
word  ' '  registration "  in  line  fifteen  of  said  section  and  inserting  in 
lieu  thereof  the  word  "  license  ;"  and  the  same  shall  be  further  amended 
by  striking  out  the  words  "certificate  of  registration"  in  lines  sixteen 
and  seventeen  of  said  section  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word 
••  license  ;"  and  the  same  shall  be  further  amended  by  striking  out  all 
after  the  word  "registration"  in  line  seventeen  of  said  section  and  in- 
serting in  lieu  thereof  the  following:  " Every  licentiate  of  pharmacy 
shall  display  in  some  conspicuous  place  in  his  store,  or  place  of  busi- 
ness, his  license,  which  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  his  having 
been  licensed  by  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  and  any  licensed  pharmacist 
failing  to  renew  and  display  his  license  as  required  by  this  section,  and 
continuing  in  the  exercise  of  his  profession,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor. " 

Sec  7.  That  section  3145  of  the  Code  of  North  Carolina  be  amended 
by  striking  out  the  word  "registered"  in  lines  tliree,  four,  five  and 
eight  of  said  section  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "  licensed." 

Sec  8.  That  section  5  of  chapter  24  of  Laws  of  1891  be  amended  by 
striking  out  the  words,  "  Tlie  provisions  of  this  act  sliall  only  apply  to 
cities  and  towns  of  more  than  eight  hundred  inhabitants,"  in  lines 
fourteen  and  fifteen  of  said  section,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the 
following:  "That  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  not  apply  to  prac- 
ticing physicians  in  the  towns  of  less  than  five  hundred  inhabitants." 

Sec  9.  That  this  Act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratification. 

Ratified  this  the  first  day  of  Marcli.  A.  D.  1897.

Hancock  being  fully  equal  to  all  the  emergencies  and  diffi- 
culties that  presented  themselves. 

Motion  unanimously  adopted. 

Mr.  Hancock.  I  want  to  express  my  high  appreciation  of 
this  honor  at  the  hands  of  the  Association.  And  while  on 
the  floor  I  wish  to  state  a  fact  that  may  not  be  generally 
known,  that  is,  that  licensed  druggists  in  this  State  are  ex- 
empt from  jury  duties. 

Mr.  Cook.  I  move  that  as  two  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee  have  left  the  city,  two  others  be  appointed  in 
their  places. 

Motion  carried. 

The  President  appointed  W.  G.  Thomas,  of  Louisburg, 
and  W.  W,  Parker,  of  Henderson. 

Mr.  Parker,  for  Committee  on  Time  and  Place  of  next 
Meeting,  reported,  recommending  Henderson  as  the  place, 
and  the  second  Wednesday  in  May,  1898,  as  the  time. 

Mr  Wearn.  I  move  to  amend  the  report  of  the  Commit 
tee  by  substituting  Charlotte  for  Henderson.

THE  CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS. 


CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE   I.— XAME. 

This  Association  shall  be  called  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association. 

ARTICLE  II.— OBJECT. 

The  aim  of  this  .Issociation  shall  be  to  unite  the  reputable  pharma- 
cists and  druggists  of  this  State  for  mutual  assistance,  encouragement 
and  improvement,  and  to  advance  the  science  and  art  of  pharmacy,  and 
thereby  restrict  the  dispensing  and  sale  of  medicine  to  properly  qualified 
pharmacists  and  druggists. 

ARTICLE  III.— OFFICERS. 

The  Association  shall  have  the  following  officers :  A  President,  three 
Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Local  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer ;  also 
an  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members,  of  which  the 
Secretary  shall  be  one  ex  officio,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  annually 
by  ballot,  and  shall  hold  office  until  an  election  of  successors. 

ARTICLE   IV. — LIFE   MEMBERSHIP. 

Any  member  who  shall  pay  the  Treasurer  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
dollars  at  one  time  shall  become  a  life  member,  and  shall  be  exempt 
from  all  future  annual  dues. 

ARTICLE  V. — AMENDING    CONSTITUTION. 

Every  proposition  to  alter  or  amend  this  Constitution  shall  be  sub- 
mitted in  writing  and  received  at  an  annual  meeting,  and  may  be  voted 
for  at  the  next  annual  meeting,  when,  upon  receiving  a  vote  of  three- 
fourths  of  the  members  present,  it  shall  become  a  part  of  the  Consti- 
tution. 

The  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths 
of  the  members  pi'esent  taken  thereon. 
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BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  I.— DUTIES  OF   OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  pi-eside  at  all  meetings  and  administer 
the  rules  of  order  usual  in  deliberative  assemblies.  He  shall  nominate 
all  special  committees,  except  a  majoritj^  of  the  members  present  resort 
to  balloting  or  other  means.  He  shall  sign  the  certificates  of  member- 
ship and  countersign  all  orders  upon  the  Treasurer.  He  shall  present 
at  each  annual  meeting  a  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Association 
during  the  year,  and  suggest  such  subjects  for  its  benefit  as  he  may 
deem  worthy  of  notice. 

Sec  2.  The  Vice-Presidents  shall,  in  case  of  temporary  absence  or 
inability  of  the  President  to  serve,  perform  his  duties  in  the  order  of 
their  names. 

Sec  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  fair  and  correct  record  of  all  the 
proceedings  of  the  Association.  He  shall  keep  on  file  all  papers  and 
reports  read.  He  shall  be  charged  with  all  correspondence,  and  with 
the  editing,  publishing  and  distributing  the  proceedings  of  the  Associa- 
tion, under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee.  He  shall  notify 
all  members  four  vvceks  in  advance  of  each  annual  meeting,  and  at  each^ 
annual  meeting  render  a  report  of  the  duties  performed  by  him  since 
the  last  annual  meeting.  He  shall  furnish  the  chairman  of  ever}'  special 
committee  with  a  list  of  its  members.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec  4.  The  Local  Secretary  shall  act  vmder  instructions  from  the 
Secretary. 

Sec.  5.  The  Trea.surer  shall  collect  and  have  charge  of  all  funds  of  the 
Association.  He  shall  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties.  The  bond  must  be  acceptable 
to  the  Executive  Committee  and  placed  in  the  cvistody  of  the  President, 
who  shall  deliver  it  to  his  successor.  He  shall  hold  and  issue  the  cer- 
tificates of  membership.  He  shall  report  to  the  Executive  Committee, 
previous  to  each  annual  meeting,  the  names  of  those  members  who 
have  failed  to  pay  their  dues  for  two  successive  years.  He  shall  keep 
a  list  of  the  names,  residence  and  date  of  entrance  of  each  member, 
and  furnish  a  list  of  the  same  at  the  close  of  each  annual  meeting  to 
t lie  Secretary  for  publication.  He  shall  preserve  all  applications  for 
membership.  He  shall  pay  all  bills  wlien  countersigned  by  the  Presi- 
dent, and  at  each  annual  meeting  render  an  itemized  statement  of  his 
accounts. 

ARTICLE  II.— OF  COMMITTEES. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  three  standing  committees:  An  Executive 
Committee  of  five  members,  a  Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries  and  a 
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Committee  on  Trade  Interests,  each  to  consist  of  three  members,  and  to 
be  annually  elected  or  appointed,  according  to  the  will  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 

Sec.  2.  The  Executive  Committee,  of  which  the  Secretary  is  an  ex 
officio  member,  shall  have  charge  of  the  revision  of  the  roll,  the  inves- 
tigation of  applicants  for  membership,  and  the  publication  of  the  pro- 
ceedings. They  shall  report  at  each  annual  meeting  the  names  of  such 
members  who  have  refused  to  pay  their  annual  dues  for  two  successive 
years.  They  shall  present  appropriate  notices  of  deceased  members. 
At  least  one  copy  of  the  Annual  Report  of  Proceedings,  as  published 
by  the  Executive  Committee,  shall  be  furnished  each  member. 

Sec.  3.  The  Committee  on  Trade  Interests  shall  consider  all  matters 
of  a  trade  or  commercial  nature  referred  to  them,  and  render  a  report 
thei'eon  at  such  time  as  may  be  directed.  They  may  make  annual 
reports  and  suggest  remedies  of  such  trade  or  commercial  irregularities 
as  they  may  deem  worthy  thereof. 

Sec.  4.  The  Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries  shall  receive  all  papers 
or  essays  for  the  Association,  and  designate  which  of  them  shall  be 
read  at  length  and  which  by  title.  They  shall,  in  connection  with  the 
Secretary,  arrange  the  time  which  may  be  most  appropriate  and  con- 
venient for  presenting  them.  They  shall  annually  report,  within 
three  months  after  their  selection,  a  proper  number  of  questions  of 
scientific  and  practical  interest,  the  answers  to  which  may  advance  the 
interests  of  pharmacy;  and  shall  procure  the  acceptance  of  as  many 
such  questions  for  investigation  and  reply  as  maj-  be  practicable;  and 
in  other  ways  induce  the  presentation  of  papers  and  essays. 

ARTICLE  III.— OF  MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  1.  Every  pharmacist  and  druggist  residing  in  the  State,  of 
good  moral  standing,  who  is  registered  or  is  eligible  to  registration  as  a 
Registered  Pharmacist  under  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  this  State,  of  which 
satisfactory  evidence  shall  be  produced  or  shown  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, may  become  a  member  of  this  Association. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  eligible  to  membership  may  apply  in  writing, 
with  the  endorsement  of  two  members  in  good  standing,  to  any  mem- 
ber of  the  Executive  Committee,  who  shall  report  his  application  to 
said  Committee;  if,  after  investigating  his  claims,  they  shall  approve 
his  election,  they  shall,  at  the  earliest  time  possible,  report  his  name  to 
the  Association,  and  he  may  be  elected  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers present  on  ballot. 

Sec.  3.  Any  member,  not  in  arrears,  moving  to  another  State  and 
once  in  two  years  reporting  to  the  Secretary  his  address,  shall  be  re- 
garded as  an  associate  of  this  Association,  and  it  is  hereby  provided 
that  such  failure  to  report  shall  be  sufficient  warrant  for  the  Secretarj' 
dropping  the  name  of  such  associate  member  from  the  roll  of  member- 
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ship.  Associate  members  shall  not  be  eligible  to  hold  office  nor  be 
required  to  contribute  to  the  funds  of  the  Association,  but  they  shall 
have  the  privilege  of  attending  the  meetings  and  participating  in  the 
deliberations. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  be  considered  a  member  of  this  Association 
until  he  has  signed  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  paid  into  tlie 
treasury  the  sum  of  three  dollars  as  an  initiation  fee ;  also  the  annual 
contribution  for  the  current  year.  All  persons  who  become  members 
shall  be  considered  permanent  members,  but  may  be  expelled  for  im- 
proper conduct  by  a  vote  of  three-fourtlis  of  the  members  present  at 
any  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  5.  Every  member  shall  pay  in  advance,  into  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer,  the  sum  of  two  dollars  as  his  yearly  contribution.  Any  one 
in  arrears  at  any  annual  meeting  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote,  and  any 
one  neglecting  to  pay  his  annual  dues  for  two  successive  years  shall 
be  liable  to  lose  his  membership.  Members  complying  with  the  preced- 
ing section  of  this  Article  are  entitled  to  certificates  of  membership, 
signed  by  the  President,  a  Vice-President,  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 
Ex-members,  who  are  so  from  omissions  to  pay  their  dues,  desiring  to 
reunite  with  the  Association,  may  do  so  by  applying  in  writing  to  the 
Treasurer  and  paying  into  the  funds  of  the  Association  the  sum  of  two 
years'  dues  when  they  were  members  and  the  dues  for  the  current  year; 
whereupon  their  names  shall  be  replaced  upon  the  roll. 

Sec.  6.  Resignations  shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Secretary,  but 
no  resignation  shall  be  accepted  from  any  one  who  is  in  arrears  to  the 
Treasurer.  All  resignations  shall  be  acknowledged  by  the  Secretary 
and  reported  at  the  next  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  7.  Pharmacists,  chemists  and  other  scientific  men  who  may  be 
deemed  worthy  of  the  distinction  may  be  elected  honorary  members. 
They  shall  not  be  required  to  contribute  to  the  funds,  nor  shall  they  be 
eligible  to  office,  or  to  vote  upon  any  question. 

ARTICLE  IV.— OF   MEETINGS. 

Section  1.  The  meetings  shall  be  held  annually,  or  from  time  to  time, 
as  the  Association  may  determine,  provided  that  in  cases  of  failure  of 
this  from  any  cause,  the  duty  of  calling  the  Association  together  shall 
devolve  upon  the  President,  or  on  the  Vice-Presidents,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  At  the  opening  of  each  annual  meeting,  in  the  absence  of  the 
President,  or  Vice-President,  one  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  take 
the  chair.  In  absence  of  all  a  President  pro  tempore  shall  be  elected 
by  the  members  present.  In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary  the  presid- 
ing officer  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  jfm>  tempore. 

Sec.  3.  Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
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ARTICLE  v.— OF   DELEGATES. 

Section  1 .  The  President  shall  annualh'  appoint  five  delegates  to  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  three  to  the  Virginia  Phar- 
maceutical Association,  and  three  to  the  North  Carolina  State  Medical 
Society.  The  delegates  shall  pres&nt  their  report  at  the  next  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association.  Delegates  shall  be  entitled  to  appoint 
alternates.

CODE  OF  ETHICS. 

ADOPTED  1882. 

The  members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pliarmaceutical  Association,  con- 
sidering it  necessary  that  some  mutual  understanding  should  exist  in 
regard  to  the  moral  principles  guiding  them  in  their  profession,  hereby 
agree  upon  the  following  Code  of  Ethics : 

1.  We  accept  the  U.  S.  Pharmacopceia  as  our  standard  and  guide  for 
all  official  preparations,  and  recognize  a  variance  from  its  rules  only  in 
exceptiontil  cases  where  sufficient  authority  has  proved  some  other  pro- 
cess more  reliable  to  attain  the  same  end.  (This  section  is  not  intended 
to  interfere  with  the  dispensing  of  preparations  or  medicines  ordered  in 
accordance  with  foreign  pharmacopoeias.) 

2.  We  discountenance  all  secret  formvilee  between  physician  and 
pharmacist,  and  consider  it  our  duty  to  communicate  such  to  each  other 
when  requested. 

8.  We  distinctly  repudiate  the  practice  of  allowing  physicians  a  per- 
centage in  any  form  on  their  prescriptions  or  patronage,  as  being  de- 
rogatory to  both  professions. 

4.  We  will  endeavor,  as  far  as  possible,  to  refrain  from  compromising 
the  professional  reputation  of  any  physician,  and  expect,  in  return,  the 
same  courtesy  from  him. 

5.  As  the  apothecary  should  be  able  to  distinguish  between  good  and 
bad  drugs,  in  most  cases,  and  as  the  substitution  of  a  weak  or  inert 
drug  for  an  active  one  may,  negatively,  be  productive  of  serious  conse- 
quences, we  hold  that  the  sale  of  impure  drugs  or  medicines,  from  mo- 
tives of  competition  or  desire  of  gain,  when  pure  articles  of  the  same 
kind  may  be  obtained,  is  highly  culpable,  and  that  it  is  the  duty  of 
every  honest  apothecary  or  druggist  to  exi)ose  all  such  fraudulent  acts 
as  may  come  to  his  knowledge. 

G.  The  apothecary  should  be  remunerated  by  the  public  for  his  knowl- 
edge and  skill,  and  his  charges  should  be  regulated  by  the  time  con- 
sumed in  preparing  as  well  as  by  the  value  of  the  article  .sold.  Although 
local  and  other  circumstances  necessarily  affect  the  rate  of  charges  at 
diffn-rent  establishments,  no  apothecary  should  intentionaliy  undersell 
his  neighbors  with  a  view  to  their  injury. 

7.  Recognizing  the  value  of  alcohol  as  a  therapeutic  agent,  and  tiie 
propriety  of  its  being  dispen.sed  as  such  by  pharmacists,  yet  deploring 
the  widespread  evil  resulting  from  its  intemperate  use  in  its  hundred 
insidious  forms,  we  condemn  anj'  attempt  to  make  it  a  prominent  feat- 
ure of  our  business  as  unprofessional,  and  we  denounce  the  loose  prac- 
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tice  of  allowing  it  to  be  used  on  the  premises  in  any  shape  as  a  bever- 
age as  degrading,  and  we  urge  upon  pharmacists  the  duty  of  exercising 
at  all  times  a  conscientious  care  in  dispensing  a  drug  liable  to  such  dan- 
gerous abuse. 

8.  Members  of  this  Association,  when  asked  to  do  so,  shall  give  each 
other,  confidentially,  any  information  in  their  possession  affecting  the 
character,  habits,  integrity  or  irregularities  of  any  assistant  or  appren- 
tice who  may  have  applied  for  employment,  or  to  whom  they  may  have 
given  letters  of  introduction  or  recommendation.  Any  member  who 
shall  divulge  such  confidential  communication  to  the  detriment  or  an- 
noyance of  the  member  giving  it  shall,  ui)on  the  proof  thereof,  be  no 
longer  entitled  to  the  courtesies  due  a  member,  and  his  name  be  stricken 
from  the  roll. 

9.  Believing  that  some  means  should  be  adopted  to  enforce  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Code,  violations  of  the  same  may  be  reported  at  any 
annual  meeting  of  this  Association,  when  the  accused  may  be  lieard  in 
his  own  defense,  when,  if  found  guilty,  he  may  be  censured,  suspended 
er  expelled  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  AND  TREASURER 
OF  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  BOARD  OF  PHAR 
MACY. 


Raleigh,  N.  C,  May  1,  1897. 
To  His  Excellency^  Daniel  L.  Russell,  Govei^nor. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  your  Excellency,  and 
to  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  my  six- 
teenth annual  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  North  Car- 
olina Board  of  Pharmacy  for  the  year  ending  May  1,  1897. 

The  forty-first  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  in  More- 
head  City  July  23  and  24,  1896.  Present— Messrs.  Zoeller, 
Yaughan,  Wearn,  Fetzer  and  Simpson.  At  this  meeting 
seventeen  candidates  for  license  to  practice  Pharmacy  ap- 
peared for  examination,  of  whom  nine  passed  approved  ex- 
aminations, viz:

At  a  meeting  of  the  representatives  of  twelve  State  Boards 
of  Pharmacy,  held  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans  in  May,  1891, 
an  agreement  was  entered  into  by  which  each  State  Board 
should  recognize  the  Licentiates  by  examination  of  the  other 
Boards  who  had  made  5  per  cent,  more  than  the  required 
average,  it  being  understood  that  the  general  average  of  each 
Board  was  75  per  cent. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Board  of  Pharmacy, 
held  in  Morehead  City  in  July,  1891,  it  endorsed  and  rati- 
fied the  action  of  its  representative  at  the  New  Orleans  Con- 
vention. 
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At  the  meeting  of  the  Board,  held  in  Morehead  (yity  in 
July,  1896,  the  action  of  the  Board,  held  in  the  same  place 
in  1891  concerning  the  recognition  of  the  Licentiates  of 
other  State  Boards,  was  rescinded,  so  that  now  the  North 
Carolina  Board  requires  the  Licentiates  of  other  State 
Boards  to  pass  an  examination  before  being  admitted  to  reg- 
istration. 

The  forty  second  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  in  the 
city  of  Raleigh,  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  January  19 
and  20, 1897.  Present — Messrs.  Vaughan,  Fetzer  and  Simp- 
son. At  this  meeting  twelve  candidates  for  license  appeared 
for  examination,  of  whom  eight  were  successful,  viz. :

Pharmacists  claiming  the  right  to  be  licensed  under  the 
preceding  section,  on  account  of  practical  experience,  shall 
within  ninety  days  after  its  passage,  show  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  created  by  this  chapter, 
that  they  have  had  three  years'  practical  experience  in  the 
preparation  of  physicians'  prescriptions,  and  in  compound- 
ing and  vending  medicines  and  poisons  :  Provided,  Noth- 
ing in  this  section  shall  apply  to  any  person  in  business 
on  his  own  account.  Licentiates  in  pharmac}^  must  have 
had  three  years'  experience  in  stores  where  prescriptions 
of  medical  practitioners  have  been  prepared,  and  shall 
have  passed  an  examination  before  the  Board  of  Pharmac}'. 
The  Board  of  Pharmacy  may  license,  without  further  ex- 
amination, the  licentiate  of  such  other  Boards  of  Phar- 
macy as  thej'  may  deem  proper. 

This  Association  shall  elect  ten  of  its  members,  from 
whom  the  Governor  selects  five,  who  shall  compose  the 
Board  of  Pharmacy.  The  Board  is  empowered  to  transact 
all  business  relating  to  the  legal  practice  of  pharmacy ;  to 
examine  into  and  adjudicate  upon  all  cases  of  abuse,  fraud, 
adulteration,  substitution  or  malpractice,  and  to  enforce 
all  the  provisions  of  the  law,  and  to  render  an  annual  ac- 
count to  the  proper  State  authorities  and  to  the  Associa- 
tion. Any  one  examined  by  the  Board  shall  pay  a  fee  of 
five  dollars.  In  case  of  failure  to  pass  a  satisfactory  ex- 
amination, he  shall  be  granted  a  second  examination  with- 
out the  payment  of  a  further  fee.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  members  of  the  Board,  after  receipt  of  notification  of 
their  appointment,  to  appear  before  the  Clerk  of  the  Supe- 
rior Court  of  the  county  in  which  they  individually  reside, 
and  make  and  subscribe  to  an  oath  properly  and  faithfully 
to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  ofiice,  and  within  thirty 
days  thereafter  meet  and  organize,  by  the  election  of  a 
President  and  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  said  Board.  The 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  the 
term  of  five  years,  and  the  term  of  other  members  shall  be 
determined  by  lot.  The  Board  shall  hold  meetings  at  least 
once  annually,  or  oftener,  as  the  business  of  the  Board  may 
require.  The  Secretary  shall  give  each  member  of  the 
Board  not  less  than  ten  days'  notice  of  each  meeting. 
Three  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum.      It  shall  be  the 
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duty  of  the  Board  to  examine  all  persons  applying  for  ex- 
amination in  proper  form,  and  to  license  such  as  shall 
establish  their  rights  to  be  licensed.

"Every  licentiate 
in  pharmacy  "  shall  display  in  some  conspicuous  place  in 
his  store,  or  place  of  business,  his  license,  which  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  of  his  having  been  licensed  by  the 
Board  of  Pharmacy,  and  any  licensed  pharmacist  failing 
to  renew  and  display  his  license  as  required  by  this  sec- 
tion, and  continuing  in  the  exercise  of  his  profession,  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

No  person,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for 
every  offence,  except  as  herein  provided,  shall  retail 
any  poison  enumerated  in  .Schedules  A  and  B,  as  follows, 
to -wit:

board.  Said  pharmacist  so  elected  shall  be  commissioned 
by  the  Governor,  and  hold  office  for  the  term  of  five  years, 
and  tintil  his  successor  has  been  duly  elected  and  qualified. 
In  case  of  death,  resignation  or  removal  from  the  State  of 
any  member  of  said  Board  of  Pharmacy,  the  said  board 
shall  elect  in  his  place  a  pharmacist,  who  is  a  member  of 
said  Association,  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  board  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term. 

The  penalties  prescribed  in  this  chapter  shall  be  recov- 
erable by  suit,  in  the  name  of  the  people  of  the  State,  to 
be  prosecuted  by  the  proper  officers  of  the  counties  respect- 
iveh',  where  the  violations  of  this  chapter  may  be  commit- 
ted, and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriffs  to  see  that  this 
chapter  is  enforced.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not 
apply  to  practicing  physicians  in  the  towns  of  less  than 
five  hundred  inhabitants. 

Section  1723  of  The  Code,  as  amended  by  chapter  239, 
Acts  of  1885,  exempts  all  licensed  druggists  from  jury 
duty. 
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
